— The President is pleased to award the 
President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to 
the undermentioned officer of the Central Reserve Police : — 

Name of the officer and rank, 

Shri Sarwan Singh, 

Jemadar, VI Battalion, 

Central Reserve Police, 

Neemuch. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 10th April, 1964, a section of the Central Restive 
Police under the command' of Jemadar Sarwan Singh was 
detailed for special patrolling near the cease fire line. While 
the patrol party was on the move, it was subjected to sudden 
and unprovoked machinegun and rifle fire from across the 
line. As the patrolling ground was exposed to hostile lire. 
Jemadar Sarwan Singh ordered his men to take cover. Reajis- 
ing their critical position, he then moved from one position 
to another supervising the orderly withdrawal of his section 
to avoid heavy casualties. While doing so, he was seriously 
wounded in the abdomen. Though bleeding profusely, he 
stuck to his duty and succeeded in withdrawing the section 
without any casualty to his men, before he himself was 
removed to a hospital. 

Although out-numbered and exposed to concentrated fire 
by the hostile forces, Jemadar Sarwan Singh resisted the 
attack with courage and by his gallantry saved the lives of his 
men though himself seriously wounded. He exhibited cons- 
picuous courage and devotion to duty of the highest order in 
the best traditions of the force to which he belongs. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the s'peciul 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 10th 
April, 1964.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
uwdrded. 

A formidable i gang of seventy dacoits entered the forests of 
Guna district on 3rd May, 1964. On 14th May, 1964, a 
Police party consisting of a Platoon Commander, 1 Assistant 
Sub-Inspector of Police, 3 Head Constables and 12 Constables 
were detailed to comb the forest area between Bhimkund and 
Putlikho. During these operations, the police spotted the 
gang under a tree. Although very much out-numbered, they 
decided to engage the gang. Advancing stealthily they came 
within 250 yards of the gang and were trying to get still 
closer when one of the dacoits noticed the police and raised 
an alarm. Immediately, the dacoits opened fire, which the 
police party returned. When the firing was going on, some 
of the dacoits started retreating towards a stone wall which 
would have provided excellent cover for them. At this junc- 
ture, Head Constable Mehte 'Thapa and Constable Ram- 
chandra, who were nearest to the dacoits realised that unless 
the retreat of the dacoits was cut off, they might cause heavy 
casualties to the police party from a safer position and 
escape. In utter disregard of their personal safety, both 
these policemen advanced in the open firing incessantly at the 
dacoits and pinning them down. Constable Ramchandra was 
hit by a bullet and died on the spot and Head Constable 
"I hapa sustained a bullet injury in the thigh. Though 
grievously injured, Head Constable Thapa continued to fire 
at the dacoits. In this encounter five dacoits were killed and 
one TMC, two ,303 rifles, a Winchester Rifle, two revolvers 
and a large quantity of ammunition, cash, gold ornaments and 
much stolen property were recovered from the spot. 

Head Constable Mehte Thapa and Constable Ramchandra 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty of a 
high order in the performance of which the latter laid down 
his life. 


2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 14th May, 1964.

Statement of .services for which the decoiation has been 
awarded. 

On 10th September, 1963, the Malabar Special Police post 
at Thungam Khulen camp received information that a party 
of Naga hostilcs about 200 strong, had visited the village of 
Tunjoi and demanded money, food, etc. and had threatened 
to kifl the villagers if they refused, Immediately the Assis- 
tant Commandant in charge of the Company sent intimation 
to headquarters for reinforcements and left the post with one 
platoon. As the hostilcs were said to have gathered in the 
jungle to the east of the village, the Assistant Commandant 
took the patrol party in tactical formation to the western 
edge, to attack the hostiles. As the party was approaching 
the village, they were fired upon by the hostilcs with automatic 
weapons. Police Constable Immanuel who was the third 
man in the leading section immediately took position on a 
slope behind the stump of a tree and returned the fire along 
with the other members of the section. During the encounter, 
Police Constable Immanuel noticed that the hostile fire was 
directed mainly against the Assistant Commandant. Though 
himself without adequate cover, Constable Immanuel con- 
tinued to fire at the hostiles at the same time warning the 
Assistant Commandant not to move from his position. In 
the exchange of fire Constable Immanuel was hit by a bullet 
on the right hip and rolled down the slope. Undeterred by 
the severe injury and profuse bleeding, Constable Immanuel 
continued firing at the hostiles and injured 2 or 3 hostiles 
who were concentrating their fire on the Assistant Comman- 
dant. Eventually the hostiles could not withstand the police 
attack and fled into the jungle. 

During this encounter Constable Immanuel exhibited 
exemplary courage and devotion to duty of a high order in 
utter disregard for his personal safety. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the. special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 10th September, 1963.

(4) The existing distribution of export products amongst 
the councils, and steps to be taken to ensure ade- 
quate specialisation and avoid overlapping; and 

(5) General principles on which future action should be 
taken in regard to setting up of new E.P. Councils, 
and the expension of activities of E.P. Councils.

The Committee will meet in Bombay and other centres in 
India from time to time as may be decided by the Chairman, 
and will submit its report to Government wilhin a period of 
six months.

Appendix. 

Central Wage Board for iron and steel industry 

The Board recommends that immediately an additional 
interim relief of Rs, 5 may be given. The Board realises 
that this addition does not fully compensate for the entire 
increase in the cost of living considering the extraordinary 
rise in prices. But they have taken note of the fact that 
the Government arc arranging for supplies of foodgrains and 
sugar at controlled prices and also for supply of cloth. 

2. This additional interim relief of Rs. 5 should be 
applicable to all those who were given the first interim relief. 
This should be given effect to from the 1st of August, 1964. 
The Board also recommends that the first interim relief already 
given and the additional interim relief of Rs. 5 should be 
merged into the Dearness Allowance.
